YonwosTowH, O., March 2.—All the 
freight brakemen on the New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio railroad, of the 
yard and road crews, stmck this morn- 
ing, and the freight traffic on the line 
through here is entirely suspended. The 
employes last evening were informed 
that Superintendent O'Brien had given 
instructions to enforce the order taking 
the third brakeman off of each crew. 
The men decided to quit work. 
The 
officials of the line are expected here to- 
night, when the matter will be adjusted. 


It is the intention of W. H. Bailey, of 
the Knights of Labor general executive 
board, to take immediate steps for the 
formation of a national district assembly 
of iron and steel workers, which will 
have absolute control of the affairs of the 
iron and steel workers, just as the na- 
tional district assemblv No. 135 has 
charge of the miners' affairs. This is the 
result of a recent dispute at Mingo 
junction. 


NKW YORK, March 2.—The strike of 
the employes of the Photo Engraving 
company has ceased to exist. Most all 
of the men have applied for reinstate- 
ment on the company's terms, but only 
sufficient to fill the places as yet not oc- 
cupied by non-union men were taken 
back, ^ e firm will discharge none of 
the men who took the strikers' places. 


THE T M E C'S. 


Annnal Meeting of the Directom—The 
Earnings. 


BÜFFAIÍO, N. Y., March 2.—The an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Columbus and 
Indianapolis railroad was held here to- 
day. 
The report of President Burke 
showed the total earnings of the three 
roads operated by the com|>any-~the 
Bee Ldne, Cincinnati and Springfield 
and the Indianapolis and St. Louis -at 
$7,190,909; expenses, $7,120,270, an in- 
crease in the net earnings compared 
with 1885, of $934.590. 
The following 
directors were elected without opposi- 
tion: Stevenson Burke, I. Handy, Jas. 
Bamett and James L. Layng, of New 
York. 


INDIANAPOMS, Maroh 2.—The dead- 
lock continues between the two houses 
of the legislature, with no prospect of 
a compromise. 
All efforts to conserve 
conflicting interests seem to have ended 
and a bulldog determination not to 
yield an inch is apparently uppermost 
in all discussions of the situation. 


This is the last day for the passage of 
bills, and prospects of accomplishing 
much legislation are not at all euccHu- 
aging; in fact, there is DO probability of 
this. Governor Gray still insists that 
he will not call an extra session under 
existiijg conditions. 


Among the new measures introduced 
in the senate yesterday afternoon were 
bills appropriating money for the main- 
tenance of state institutions. These are 
evidently for the purpose of making 
political capital and not with any idea of 
them becoming laws, for ajppropriation 
bills must come from the house. 


Mr. Sellers called up his bill con- 
cerning the construction of fish ladders, 
which was read the third time and 
passed; yeas, twenty-eight; present and 
excused from voting, six. 


Mr. Mullinix called up Senator Bar- 
rett's ditch drainage bill, which was read 
the third time and passed, by yeas, thir- 
ty; nays, none; present and excused 
from voting, eight. 


THS 
HOTTSK. 


In the house yesterday afternoon, the 
senate bill providing that supewisori 
shall take up cattle running at large, 
was passed by a vote of 54 to 37. 
There 
was a lengthy debate over Mr. Nolen's 
military bill, audit too was passed by a 
vote of 61 to 17, 
Mr. Niblack's appel- 
late court bill (the same as the Winter 
senate bill) received a like consideration, 
and Mr. Harrell moved that the senate 
be notified of the fact of its passage. 
The motion was promptly declared out 
of order by the speaker. 
Mr. Keliaon's 
bill, concerning changes in venues was 
also passed. 


The house yesterday passed the Nib- 
lack appellate court bill, which is identi- 
cal in its provisions with the Winter sen- 
ate bill. 
It provides for five districts 
and five judges. 


The legislative committee of the E. of 
L. have adopted a resolution indorsing 
house bill No. 3—the original boiler in- 
spector bill—and repudiating the sub- 
stitute bill passed by the senate. 


Up to Monday 472 bills had been in- 
troduced in the house and thirty-three 
in the senate. Only five senate bills 
have passed the house and twenty*three 
house bills passed the house. 


KOTES. 


Attorney General Michner Monday 
accompanied Bepresentatives 
Patton, 
Sinclair and Alexander to Jeffersonville, 
where they are continuing the investiga- 
tion of the southern prison, and during 
the day he began suit in the circuit court

bia. 


In the house the senate amendments 
to the house joint resolution for an in- 
vestigation of accounts of the Pacific 
railroad were non-concurred in. 


The conference oi the Pacific rail- 
road investigation resolution have just 
reached a complete agreement.

The business of intensifying the sparkle of 
ai)alei ch^P d^^ond^now reduced to 
a science, r^ernkkie frequently split in 
two, a deeper tone of color introduced and 
they are joined together again, producing» 
stone that has a beautifnl 'fire' and that 
whii^h sells for ^ttoçe oé four times its 
origiiial valüe. - The 'doublet' business is 
extremely profitable, but, of course, no 
npntable dealer ; can aflwd" to sell uny 
without injuring his, trade and reputation. 
A lapidary, one Zocolino, invented the 
'doublet' many yeafs ^ o . 
He used a bit 
of cryistàl as a bottom ' to a makeup, and 
painted it with tiansparent glue. Hethen 
joined together two cheap thin stones, and 
produced a gem that appeared iiner than 
the real It was not long before his 
method was detécted. 


"The quartz gems arepopulaii and come 
next to the 'doublets' in dever counterfeit. 
They are gems of course of their kind, but 
not what they are often sold for. 
Quartz 
can stand the test of the file, which glass 
caimot do, hence its availability. 
There 
are other stones and certain varieties of 
topaz which are as hard as diamonds; and 
being colorless they are'frequentily cut and 
policed and passed as diamonds of the 
first water. Of late colorless gem material 
has gone up in prices, owing to the de- 
mand from the bogus diamond manufact- 
urers. Then there are the paste diamonds, 
so easily taken by amateurs for genuine. 
The composition of paste gems is a mix- 
ture of violin glass and borax. 
These 
manufactured stones are very hard to de- 
tect, and sometimes And their way into 
rich families who aré ^"Wittingly imposed 
upon. The guttering gems that can be 
seen on Broadway after the matinees are 
over, half the time are clever imitations, 
either doublets, quartz or paste. 


"But at the swell society balls I confess 
the gems worn there by the wealthy ar^ 
genuine. 
Extremely wealthy people are 
not easily imposed upon; they always have 
a jeweler who examdnes carefuUy their 
gems before they are ptuxîhased. The very 
moderately well-to^ people are often de- 
ceived , a nd young men who want diamonds 
to sparkle before thcdr sweethearts. Some 
of them, though, go boldly and ask for the 
Imitations and disport them as genuinè. 
Mock pearls are frequently seen, too, but 
the diamond is imitated more than any 
precious stone. The ruby is sometimes 
manufactured from a recipe which com- 
prises twenty parts of antimony and glass, 
500 of ^liiCis, a half each of purple of 
Oasfium and g c ^ Aventmine is also a 
gem ¿;lass fréquenüy .iis^ in imitations. 
These imitations of coarse have some e f f e c t 
upon the sale of genuine gems, but not to 
an extent that is ruinous. I think, though, 
that ^ jewelers who sell imitations should 
deal exclusively in such goods and so ad- 
vertise. The hmrm comes from the attempt 
to paJm off counterfeits for real stones.*'— 
New York Mail and Express.

The Model Merino Bam. 


The fleece on the merino ram shoiild be 
dense, well set and striding well up 
under pressure, and when pressed down 
should have sufficient elasticity to return 
quickly to its upright position. It ought 
to be dense rather than long in staple, 
and should cover all parts of the body, 
head, legs and underneath the belly. It 
Is desirable that this last have the wrin- 
kles running down on to and acrots it, 
covered with as long, thick wool as the 
sides. 
The face should be covered with a 
heavy foretop of wool, trimmed round 
broadly under the eyes. 
The model ram 
does not have the wool running down very 
close io the end of the nose; but a ram 
with such a face may be profitably used 
on a flock if the ewes have poor faces. 
The fleece ought to be as even in length, 
thickness and quality on all parts of tbe 
body as possible.
